The prior art does not disclose or adequately suggest a chemical reactor comprising a 
substantially cylindrical shell defining a reaction zone in which a catalytic bed and a plurality of 
heat exchangers are supported, wherein, in particular, all of the heat exchangers are identical, 
flat, boxed, plate-shaped heat exchangers, each having vertical long sides and short sides 
arranged within the shell according to the specifically recited configuration (e.g., as illustrated in 
FIG. 4 of Applicant's disclosure).
